The  district  is  rural  in  character,  its  main 
industry  being  agriculture.  A  large  number  of 
outworkers  carry  on  glove  making  in  their  homes 
for  factories  situated  outside  the  district.  A 
large  dairy,  with  a  wide  supply  area,  is  situated 
within  the  district. 

The  district  is  becoming  increasingly  a  dor¬ 
mitory  area  for  persons  working  in  Sherborne  and 
Yeovil.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory’  Service  has 
again  proved  co-operative  and  efficient.

These  are  administered  locally  by  the  Dorset 
Executive  Committee. 

County  Council  Services 

The  personal  preventive  health  services  are 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council. 

They  comprise,  the  care  of  mothers  and  young 
children,  maternity,  school  health,  prophylactic 
inoculation,  home  nursing,  mental  health,  the 
ambulance  service,  the  care  and  after  care  of  the 
tuberculous,  blind  and  handicapped,  health  educ¬ 
ation,  the  domestic  help  service  and  the  \17elfare 
of  the  aged. 

Voluntary  Services 


Acknowledgment  must  be  made  to  the  excellent 
voluntary  work  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the 
^British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  W.V.S.  who  prov¬ 
ide  a  meals  on  wheels  service  -  at  present  limited 
in  scope  but  which,  it  is  hoped  will  show  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  coming  year. 
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Not  only  are  the  meals  apprecia ted  by  the  old 
people,  but  even  more  (one  sometimes  thinks) 
ore-  the  twice  v/eekly  visits  by  helpers  who  take 
the  meals  around.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Public  Supplies 

The  Wessex  Water  Board  are  the  responsible 
ody  for  the  public  ?/ater  supply  in  the  district. 
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The  supply  has  remained  satisfactory  in  qual¬ 
ity  and  quantity  during  the  year. 

Twelve  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  forty  six  by  the  Water  Board  during 
the  year. 

Private  Supplies 

There  are  numerous  private  supplies  to  commun¬ 
ities,  farms  and  individual  dwellings  and,  gener¬ 
ally,  these  receive  no  purification  treatment  and 
can  only  be  regarded  as  suspect. 

A  very  real  attempt  was  made  during  the  year 
to  investigate  these  supplies  and  to  bring  up  to 
date  records  of  properties  still  on  unsatisfactory 
or  suspect  private  supplies  in  an  endeavour  to 
improvement  in  the  qualities  of  the  supplies  or 
connection  of  proiDerties  concerned  to  the  public 
supply. 

This  important  action  could  not  be  effected 
due  to  shortage  of  staff.

Complaints  were  received  concerning  the  sur¬ 
face  water  drainage  in  part  of  this  parish  and 
representations  have  been  made  to  the  County  Coun¬ 
cil  to  get  improvement. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  connec¬ 
ting  properties  on  the  line  of  the  sewer  in  this 
area. 

Oborne  &  Poyntington 

The  drainage  to  the  twelve  Council  houses  at 
Oborne  is  still  unsatisfactory  and  no  improvement 
is  likely  until  a  sewer  is  laid.  The  Poyntington 
works  only  give  a  basic  settling  treatment  to  the 
sewage  and  the  effluent  is  discharged  untreated. 

The  Council  have  decided  that  the  sewerage 
scheme  to  serve  these  two  parishes  should  receive 
priorit3!'  following  completion  of  the  schemes  which 
are  at  present  oeing  prepared. 

Thornf ord 

Appreciable  development  in  Thornford  might 
Yiell  give  rise  to  surcharging  of  the  sewer  and  maj'- 
also  lead  to  the  need  for  enlargement  of  the  sew¬ 
age  works. 

Alweston,  Trent  &  Bishops  Caundle 

These  parishes  are  sewered  and  consequently 
enable  most  owners  of  sub-standard  propertj^  to 
improve  their  houses  ^vithout  the  expense  of  putt¬ 
ing  in  septic  tanks. 

Leigh,  Chetnole.  Sandford  Orcas  and  Purse 

Caundle . 

These  areas  are  not  sewered.  It  was  found 
necessary  during  the  year  to  pipe  in  a  length  of 
roadside  ditch  at  Leigh  in  order  to  prevent  smell 
nuisance  to  nearby  dwellings.

House  Refuse  Collection 

Twice  monthly  collections  are  still  in  oper¬ 
ation.  It  is  causing  some  confusion  to  the  pub¬ 
lic  uue  to  collections  being  tied  to  the  calendar 
month  which  means  that  there  is,  at  times,  a  three 
week  period  between  collections. 
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The  Leigh  tipping  site  is  still  in  use  and 
due  te  the  abnormal  amount  of  rain  tovirards  the  end 
of  the  year  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  gain 
access  to  the  site  due  to  flooding  and  impossible 
to  get  to  the  tipping  area.  Consequently,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  con¬ 
tractor  to  spread  and  cover  the  refuse. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  no  material  progress 
had  been  made  in  securing  a  new  tipping  area,  so 
urgently  required.

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It  is  some  years  now  since  any  systematic 
inspect i<^n  of  dv/ellings  in  the  area  has  been  poss¬ 
ible.  The  Housing  Act  of  1964  has  laid  a  duty 
on  the  Council  to  carry  out  such  a  survey,  but 
with  the  present  staff  position  it  does  not  appear 
likely  that  action  in  tiiis  direction  will  be  able 
to  be  taken.  This  is  to  be  regretted  as  a  pos¬ 
itive  drive  to  get  all  properties  in  the  district 
brought  up  to  standard  would  be  most  welcome. 

Provision  of  Hew  Houses  and  Re-Housing 

Forty  six  new  houses  were  built  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  by  private  enterprise  (compared  with  forty 
two  in  1964) . 

During  the  year  the  Goujicil  completed  eleven 
new  houses  and  active  planning  took  place  with 
regard  to  new  housing  at  Thornford  and  new  develop¬ 
ment  in  Yetminster. 

As  the  Council  house  waiting  list  still  ref¬ 
lects  a  present  shortage  of  houses  to  let  in  the 
district,  the  provision  of  these  further  houses  is 
welcomed. 


Waiting  List 


One  hundred  and  twenty  one  applicants  were  on 
the  Council  house  waiting  list  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  of  vihich  seventy  one  were  resident  in  the 
district,  compared  with  one  hundred  and  twelve  and 
eighty  two  respectively,  at  the  end  of  1964. 

T'venty  six  applicants  were  housed  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  during  the  year,  corr^ared  with  fourteen  during 
the  preceding  year.

2.  Other  Food  Premises 


The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  prem¬ 
ises  is  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  a  public 
health  department. 

This  includes  the  inspection  for  evidence  of 
disease  and  fitness  for  hman  consurrpti on  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse,  the  examin¬ 
ation  as  may  be  necessary  of  all  other  foods  sold 
in  the  district  and  the  supervision  of  food  prem¬ 
ises  and  food  vehicles  to  ensure  that  food  is 
stored,  prepared  and  sold  under  clean  and  hygienic 
conditions. 

To  maintain  adequate  supervision  all  food 
premises  should  be  inspected,  at  least,  twice  a 
year.  It  is  regretted  that  during  1965  only 
thirty  five  of  the  fifty  eight  premises  in  the 
district  v;ere  inspected.
